Spain and Cuba. 

Manvrip, July. —Iu the House of Deputies Val 
dosera introduced a bill for the improvement of 
affairs in Cuba. The principal clauses propose à ro- 
duction of export and an increase of import duties 
on sugar and direct Spain to negotiate new treaties 
of commerce in Cuba's interest with foreign nations. 
The other clauses effect economies in the Cuba 
budget and provide for a conversion of the Cuban 
debt. 


IN THE SENATE 
Prime Minister Costillo stated that Spain absolutely 
had no intention of selling Cuba. There was an im- 
portant interview yesterday between American 
Minister Foster and Castillo and Senor Elduagen, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. The Spanish ministers 
showed a desire to arrive at an equitable commer- 
cial arrangement. Mr. Foster assured them that 
America was animated with amicable views regard- 
ing her trade with Cuba and as far as possible would 
feel inclined to meet the views of Spain and Cuba. 
He declared that America had no desire to annex 
Cuba now, nor at any future time. America had no 
wish to assume further political responsibilities. He 
thought, however, that something must be done for 
Cuba quickly. Mexico was already importing sugar 
into America free. Unless Cuba and the English 
West Indies secured equal terms it was evident their 
best market was lost. 
ENGLISH VESSELS DETAINED. 

The Spanish Government is dissatisfied with the 
precautions by England against cholera. It has 
therefore ordered all vessels arriving at Spanish 
ports direct from England detained three days. 
Those from England by way of non-infected French 
ports wi be subject to seven days quarantine. 
Those by way of infected French ports to ten days, 
if they have a clean bill of health: if not to fifteen 
days. Thesame conditions will apply to vessels 
from England which take passengers, baggage or 
goods from vessels from France.

How Jones Made His Money. 
Pittsburg Special to Philadelphia Times. 

Mr. B. F. Jones owes his fortune to his shrewdness 
in taking advantage of an decident. About thirty 
years ago, when the folling mill of his firm, then 
Jones & Lauth, could have stood on Fifth avenue 
without obstructing the pavement on either side, 
one of the workmen got his heavy tongs, weighing 
about fifty pounds, fast toa bar of hot iron. The 
bar was already in the jaws of the rapidly 
whirling rolls. There was no time to release the 
tongs and they went through the rolls under ponder- 
ous pressure. Instead of being crushed and broken, 
they came out at the other side flattened out of 
shape, no more use as tongs, but a bar of iron of a 
high polish and changed texture. 

The firm made ho fuss about it, but had a quiet 
consultation among themselves. They set to work 
analyzing and experimenting. The result was that 
instead of 4 discharge the workman who let the 
tongs go througli cold got a bonus of $20,000, and 
instead of the little one-horse rolling mill the present 
immense plagt was constructed. It is valued at 

7,000,000. It makes cold rolled iron under an ex- 
clusive patent at an imimense profit, and the long 
head of the lucky firm, who was to-day made chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee, is a 
millioriaire about ten times over. At the time 
tongs got fast he kept the books and his 
looked after the mill.
